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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

2. The following are the examiner's reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to anticipate or make obvious an array substrate for 
a flat display device wherein n switch control signal lines configured to supply control electrodes 
of the switches with control signals for controlling on and off states thereof, and a plurality of 
electrode patterns configured to connect the control electrode of each switch to any one of the n 
switch control signal lines, wherein all of the electrode patterns have substantially identical 
shapes and two-dimensionally overlap all of the switch control signal lines, and areas of all the 
electrode patterns are substantially identical. 

Regarding claim 2, the claim is allowed based on its dependency upon allowed claim 1, 
as well as its further limitations.
